A few months ago Jicre was 
much talk in Canada of boycott- 
ing American goods because of 
the high adverse pxcliangc rate. 
The Canadians seemed to resent 
rather bitterly the fact that their 
currency was subject to a dis- 
count in tlvp realm of their next 
door neighbor. 

It the i)Oycott movement at any 
time had foundations, it appears 
to have lost its force, for there 
is nothing in the trade conditions 
between tlie two countries to in- 
dicate that a boycott was ever 
tliuuglit oi. Tile Cmadians are 
buying from, us in far greater 
measure than ever before. In 
the port of Toronto 75 per cent 
of the imports are from the 
United States. Since the im- 
ports at that port are now 12 
times what they were 20 years 
ago and the United States pro- 
duces three-fourths of the goods 
11, me ;> the extent ci oui 
Canadian trade may be realized. 

Business is not greatly a mat- 
ter of sentim'-nt. W'liatever ol 
the latter that might enter wonid 
incline Canadians to trade M'ith 
England. That tin's nation sup- 
plies so large a part ui C anadian 
wants here. Canadian dollars 
are still at a discount, though ni>t 
so greatly as a while since, but 
that phase of the situation aj)- 
parently has effect on the busi- 
ness done.

The large gross returns from the cro^ 
and the fact that it left balances 
temp -variiy large in the accounts of 
many I'ai iiiers should not be allowed 
to hide the loss sustained.''
